he has been devoting his time to the 
perfection of a muaical instrament 
founded on this observation. -

audience in the United States for 
the first time at the concerts of the 
Philndelphin,* Orchestra ‘on . Friday

The instrument is substantially 
"similar to the instrument: of .Leon 
Theremin, which has’ already become 
familiar. in America, but Mar- 
tenot has materially oxtended the 

sibilities of electrically ‘control- 
led music. 

A private demonstration of the 
new instrument was givon’ by ‘BI. 
Martenot in the Academy of Music, 
on Decomber 8 Inst year, following 
a-rehenraal with the orchestra.

Tur British Red Cross Society; 
which recently celcbrated its Dia-. 
smongl- Jubilee, had-‘its beginnings 
in .August, 1870, when a strong 
desire wos ‘expressed in. Great 
Britain-to help the wound of both 
belligerenta in tho Franco-Prussian 
War. Colonel Lioyp Limpsay, late 
‘Lord -Wantace, took up the matter, 
and an organisation known as 
“The National Socicty for Aid to 
the: Sick’ and Wounded in War,” 
soon commonly referred to as the 
“Red Cross Society,” was formed. 
It had , bran throughout the 
country, and in‘about,a month a 
fund of £200,000 had been collected 
and 20 doctors sent to the Prussian’ 
Army and 20 to the French. By 
the end of tho war the personnel 
had risen te 200, : 


When the: Franco-Prussian war 
ended a part of the surphis funds 
of the Red Cross Society, as it was 
now definitely named, was used for 
the training of women nurses at tho 
Royal Victorin Hospital in, Netley, 
the beginning of, the | present 
Queen Aloxandra’s Imperial Mili- 
tary Service, Stbsequently help 
was given by the British Red Cross 
Society inthe. Turco-Servian war 
of 1870-77, the Zulu..war of 1879, 
the Transvaal war of . 1881, the 
Egyptian Expedition of 1882, the 
Sudan campnigns of 1884-5 and 1898, 


and the Greco-Turkish wan of 1897." 


In tho South African, war the 
Central Committee provided and 
ran two hospital trains and a 
hospital ship, opened a number of 
big hospitals, and arranged for the 
supply of doctors, : nurecs,’. and 
medical stores. 

During the Great War the Society 
did an enormots. amount of work. 


Soon after theiwar began a. joint, 


committec of the Red Cross Socicty 
and the Order ‘of St, John‘ of 
Jerusalém, was officially recognised 
by the War Office, and a total sum 
of £21,885.035 was raised to carry 
on the Sooiety’s work. The total 
-staff at home'and abroad numbered 
9,234 in, Oetober, 1918. The number 
of doctors engaged.was 400, of whom 
296 wero sent abroad, and ther were 
G,158 trained nurses. In, addition 
the Joint Committee. controlled 


-128,000", members of th¢;, Voluntary’ 


Aid Department, of whom 90,000 
were women. As the war developed 
there was'n steady flow.of voluntary 
Jabour from all claasys to meet the 
‘continuous call. for more assistance. 
Between Qcta 1914, and June, 
1920, the Socicty. had more than 
2,000 ambulances in the fields of 
warfare,, and these ambulances 
carried, over 10,000,000 sick and 
wounded.
